There Seems o be an irrepressible conflict go- 
ing on in the works of Nature. “Np soonerdo 
you commence to live, to exhibit an animate 
-existence, than forces seem to be set at work to 
destray your very existence. The world appears 
to be posed of antagonistic or opposin 
fotees, thst are constan! warring with each 
other. Bald a palatial residence, whether - of 
wood, brick or marble, and no sooner completed 
than its beauty will cammence de ſade, and, 
eventually, it will exhibit none, IH any of the 
besuly that distinguished it when first ushered 
into the worldthrough the 1ogenuity of the me- 
chanic. Life, then, as composed of opposing 
or antagonistic forces, is well worthy of careful 
study, to determine why it is that we first have 
growth, then decay, resulting fiually in the com- 
plete dissipation of everything the eye can 
sce. Change is written on all things, The 
shrab becomes a tree; the bud a beautiful blos 
som; the seed germinates and produces a gol · 
den stalk ; the works of Nature uround us seem 
to be occupied constantly ia producing changes 
Thus it has beeu, and thus it ever will be in na- 
ture. But what else but Nature? Point to those 
gems of light that twinkle around about us mil- 
lions of miks away; drink from the bubbling 
spring; breathe the pute uir; eat the food that 
is placed before you—all of these are found 
within the realm of Nature. Then, we ask you, 
who is our Mother? Within us ure all the 
forces of Nature—then can not she claim us as 
ber children? This subject is plain, and needs 
no elucidation. Look. at Nature, then look at 
map, avd you fud shat within the latter are 
concentrated all the forces of the former, then 
can we pot truthfully say, Nature our Mother, 
God our Father, all humanity our brothers? 
Such must be the natural conclusion, Examine, 
thev, the forces of Nature, learn the character of 
their action and the ‘wonderful phenomena 
they"manifest, and then you learn that much of 
ber children. 

It would be well to consider another question 
in connection bere with. Are the forces of Na- 
ture governed by immutable laws? The an- 
swer comes echoing from millions of hearts, yes. 
But we change that question a Hitle, for we 
koow that in Nature there are no abstract laws, 
such as “govern an empire, republic or city. 
‘Therein philosophers in the past have greatly” 
erred, They talk glibly of lawe,—of law of 
gravi:ation, of attraction and repulsion and con- 
older them abstractin their nature, when in fact 
there-are no abstract lawe, Matter governs it- 
sell; it isa law unto itself, aud operates on 
the prine ples, as it were, of independent sov- 
ereignty, The matter is the faw, If it is more 
convenient to apply the name of gravitation 
thereto, do so; but Inno cise imagine that 
there is aby such thing in nature as ao abstract 
law, for there is not. 

Io alluding to Nature's force, we shall use for 
convenience sake, the term law as an ab- 
stract qualtity; yet we wish to be understood 
in all cuses as believing that there is no such 
thing in Nature, and that matter isa law unto 
itself, call it by whatever name you will. 

In Nature, the same result is invariably pro- 
duced. The acern produces the oak; the seed 
the plant that seems to have been designed for 
it by the combination of forces or elements 
that it embraces, These torces work in a uni- 
form manner, in accordance with a law immu- 
table in lis action and certain in its results, Ad- 
mitting this position,we desire to ask any intelli- 
gent mind, if, when these forces ate transferred 
to the physical organiz ition, they are not cqual- 
ly as immutable iv their action and as certain 
in thelr results? If not, then the whole fabric 
of Nature is governed by uncertain laws; the 
sun is likely to fade away in the heavens, leav- 
ing Tj grope la darkaess; there is no cer- 
talnty that the earth will long travel in its pres- 
ent orbit, or that seed time and harvest will con- 
tinue; the very heavens that glisten with in- 
numerable worlds may tade away leaving a 
blank that future ages will not chance tosup- 
ply; the moon that sehde her genial rays to 
ligbten the hours of night, may take a notion to 
start on 3 ' trip o- the Plelddes, to witness the 
grandeuf of the central sun. Without Jaw un- 
erring in its action, what confusion would pre 
vall. But you will never witness anarchy in 
Nature. It never has been witnessed und never 
will, Now, kuowlng full well that Nature's 
forces are unerring in and result@-we 
would like to have some one present & plausible 
reason to show that when transferred to the 
physical organization, they ar- not equally so, 

In this n, then, that Nature's forces 
are immujable tration, whether-manifested lu 
plants, trees, animals or men, we prepare cur- 
selves to receive still grander trut! 

In Nature we find one element absorblog or 
subduing others) The very tree cate the’Garth, 
the little plant preys on the air; in fact, through-

out the vast domain of Ni we 
ment, as it were, enslaved par 
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otbers, The sugar cane uses such elements as |. errors Its contradictions, absurd statements, 


its nature demands, The blade of grass, how- 
ever, lets those elements alone that the sugar 
cane was warring with, enslaving and eating, 
and with its own inherent forces subdues other 
elements adapted to its wants. Thur, d Nature’ 
we fiod a seeming antagonism—one element 
preying off of, and subduing to its own wants, 
otber elements—and they in turn. perhaps. re-ab- 
sorbing what they gave forth, thus maintain- 
lug through the vast delds of Nature a perfect 
equilibrium. This satagonism in Nature, is 
transmitted to animals, and finally to man, The 
animals, true to the forces within them, eat 
each other; and finally man, still true to that 
same force, eats the animals. 

We will visit our kind parent. Nature, our 
Mother, greets us with a happy, joyous smile, 
and then ‘discloses to our enraptured vision a 
panorama of the forcesat her command, First, 
a phyeical organization, a man, complete and 
perfect in all bis parts was presented before us. 
Shesays, “ You find there all the forces or ele- 
ments that I possess, hence be is my child. 

irom is an outgrowth that is immortal, for, 
in that outgrowth are all the elements, abd a per- 
fect equilibrium is established, hence there can 
be no death to that, for there is no element lef, 
out to disturb the equilibrium ot it.“ Here, 
then, was a grand mystery solved, why man is 
immortal. All the forces of Nature are barmo- 
niously wedded together—-none are left out to 
isturb-the equilibrium that exists, hence there 
is no reason why he should not live throughout 
all eternity. If one element was omitted in the 
grand make up, it would endanger the existence 
of the whole, But the constituent parts of all 
being united together, no disturbance can 
then ever possibly exist in their outgrowth.

THE LORD'S “SIN OF mme. 
„Aud the Lord repented of the evi which he 
‘thought to do unto his people.“ Exodus, 
82: 14. 

TI who bave been gullty of some high 
misdelneanor, whose life has been characterized 
by wickedness, or who contemplate doing some 
vile act, sometimes repent, or fiel remorse for 
what they have donegor what they comtemplate 
doing. It appears that God, to whose infinite 
wisdom all the laws that govern the universe 
point for their origin, had contemplated some 
evil toward his own people, and sensing the 
poignancy of feeling that romorse of conscience 
always imparts, be repeuted. This may be 
clasacd as a "sin of omission,” of which the 
Lord referred to in the Bible was guilty It is 
clear, however stat if be bad contemplated com- 
mitting a crime, or Uestroying or molesting bis 
people in a manner not dictat:d by justice, and 
did repent, there must have been some power 
higher than himself, to whom be could make 
known his wishes and ask forgiveness. Now, 
it would look exceedingly foolish for a supreme 
power to repent of any act, unless some one 
higber than himself iu the scale of existence, to 
whom he is accountable. The child grieves as 
if us litte heart would break, and tife ble 
round tears pass over its cheeks indicating 
its inward emotions, when it acts in disybedi- 
ence to its parents wishes. We have as good 
reason to bel‘eve that the Lord spoken of in 
this passage of Scripture, wes seusible that 
there was a person abore kim to whom he. 
was responsible, and to whom he must repent, 
conscquently he felt grieved at the "sih of 
omission,” of which he was guilty. 

Ifthe Lord spoken of above was really infi- 
nite in wisdom, power and love, there could 
ha ve been no one besides bim, consequently his 
nmpentacce could čo no possible good, only 
giving satisfactory evidence that he was not 
omniscient, giving tom of course, for wisdom 
and power outside of bim. We have now, 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost--three in one. 
Now the question might be well asked, was 
this Lord spoken of, the Father, Son, or Holy 
Ghost? The Son was“ begotten from the founda. 
tion of the world,” but whether be was at the 
ume designated in t of thé Bible 
above alluded to, actually with the Father and 
Holy Ghost, as an individualized entity, we 
know not, It seems, however, that the one speak- 
ing of repenting must bare been the Father, 
who really is a little lower in the scale of exist- 
ence than the Holy Ghost, for sins against the 
former are forgiven, but against the latter, 
never; therefore, we can come to this conclu- 
sion, that the Lord, when repenting, was direct- 
ing his attention to the Holy Ghost, anticipating, 
of course, his forgiveness, 

This passage demonstrates conclusively that the 
Lord alludcd to was not all wise, and that he 
‘could not successfully govern that stubborn, sel- 
fish and maliciously ignorant people that were 
under the control of Moses, and becoming 

disgusted wh their corruption and determina- 
tion to worship Idole, he, no doubt, contemplated 
soine evil in connection with them. The nature 
ot that evil; no one, of course,but himself knows. 
It does seem to us, that, when the Lord, after 
repeated trials; found that be could not contro! 
to his satisfaction tbose whom he had released 
from Egyptian lage, he should have invited- 
the Holy Ghost to act ae his counsel, for he 
certainly is endowed with more witdom tban 
the Lord, for if not, how is it that the sins 
against him are never forgiven, neither in this 
world nor in the world to come? 

This pastage of Scripture docs not refer to the 
God of the universe, He who controls every- 
thing throughout the infinite realms of space, 
not a sparrow falling to the ground without His 
notice—it refers to some other being, for He 
ever can repent, for being all-wise, he can

k G. ddeged from last week. 

Mr Walton aserten that angels came un- 
nought were sent of God. Said Jesus went 
the mount to pray, not to seek Moses and Elias; 
and thought a very impressive evidence of their 
heing sent by God, 9 contained in the fact 
that “they appearcd there as mev,” 20 entirely 
in their characterestics and se!fhood “ that they 
were readily known by the apostles.” Perhaps 
he had forgotten, that, only a few minutes be- 
tore, he had mast -contemptuously scouted the 
ides that an old man in a mantle shoald be con- 
sidered the spirit of Samuel. 

It would not seem very singular, if he should 
have some difficulty In believing that the three 
angels who came to Abrabam, (Gen. 18) needed 
water to wash their feet, and fresh veal, bot 
cakes, butter and milk to eat, before proceeding 
to visit Lot, where they wasbed their feet and 
ate in like manner, ~ 

lie said “not a single individual had ever 
been made better by Spiritualism.’ But bas he 
all knowledge? he know the secret work- 
ings of the f so many millions of Spiritual- 
ssts, that he should speak so positively. He fur- 

ther declared that Spiritualism was deadly and 
infectious, “ poisoning morals,” <* contaminat- 
ing religion,” and “ dripping with ption." 
Said Spiritualists bad no right to quote Yrom the 
Bie; and in most defiant and vòciferous- lan- 
guage, bade them “ let it slone and not lay their 
vile polluted bands upon it.“ I should mistrust 
that it got a little polluted in the process of com- 
ing into lis present shape; for, in two or three 
instances, he seemed to feel obliged toskip some 
very objection wle and unfit words, in the sen- 
tences of scripture * be quoted in his ser- 
mon. Did he think no one present knew it 
when he skipped those words? Of course, a 
minister, relying on.a Bible so indelicately writ- 
ten that be had to skip part ia bis quotations, 
wouid be very desirous re, all scrutinizing 
eyes off the Book, and all lip from repeating 
to much of Its contents. * 
Ile said that while persona had put forth most 
ev immoral and abominable doctrines, the Spirit 
ualist papers bad never repudiated or even 
criticised either the individuals or the doctrines, 
At least, in many of the cases be specified in 
Als sermons, this assertion is absolutely and 
emphatically erroneous. Whether it shall be 
imputed to bis ignorance, or his untruthfulness, 
1 leave for him to choose.

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> WHAT ITS ORIGIN? ` 
The Age of the Stone Glant-A Wonderiul 
Cartostty. ` 


BY A een. 


There has been much specalation að to the age 
of the Stone Giant (over ten feet in beight) 
recently ound by Mr. Newell, twelve miles 
south of Syracuse. N. Y. Atleast one of our 
savans, Dr. J. C. Boynton, has thought it to be 
a statue: others, equally learned, scout this 
theory. But supposing it to be a petrifaction, 
as very likely the case, what is the probible sge 
ot this newly found wonder, recently visited by 
thousands of the curious? The fossil has the 
Caucasan features and is of the grayish lime- 
stone of that locality. Was the giant petritied 
without being im in the substance com- 
posing the rock? Human bodies bave been 

ritied in their graves—were turned to stone. 
Pave no knowledge of the stote thus formed 
having been identical with the rocks of the 
locality. 1 shall proceed, then, on the supprst 
that originsliy the boly of this giant 
imbedded in the substance composing the gray 
limestone of the locality where the fossil was 
exhumed, If so, bow came it to be where it 
was found, 

Unmistakabie traces of great revolutions on 
‘our planet are ene abundant. Our con 
tinent was-once the bed of an ocenn, as proved 
by the remains of shell fish imbedded du the 
rocks. Our hills are utso many buge d dies of 
rock, covered with carth. The substance of 
these rocks was Sof. at the pened when the 
valleys were ay ES out by the water, is sufi 
Gently obvious, the fact that we nowhere 

find a quantity of debris to fil up these chasms, 
even supposing it possible for the water to bave 
formed such valleys in the rock; valleys that 
spread Out to a considerable width, instead of 
being narrow channels with jagged +i ità 

First, thon, by the uphravel of this ocean bed, 

or the depression of parts now occupied by the 

oceans, the water was suddenly thrown off this 
part of our planet, ng out valleys in the 
substance then as soft as that now at the bottom 
of the ocean, and at the outlets of great estuar- 
les, forming vast areas of what are now called 
prairies, ane the mass of matter bard- 
ened, during whic! Abe action of the 
rains and frost pulverized the surface, produciug 

acovering of soil, * 

Before the rocke had acquired any thing like 
their present degree of hardness, the continent 
became submerged, as proved by the boulders 
on onr hilla, fnated thither on the icebergs of 
the North. We find in the coarser bodies of 
debris, erally somewhat clevited along the 
outer skirts of the A 2 7 5 the proofs of this 
first great flood after the formation of the con 
tinent ; marses of gravel and sand, sometimes of 
rocks and store jumbled promis uously together, 
round and smoothed by attrition and disinte- 
gration, while as yet but imperfectly hardened. 

That this event occurred prior to the growth of 

vegetation on the newly formed continent, is 
obyious enough from the fact that this class of 
deposits contain none of the remains of trees or 
other tation It was during the action of 
this that I may suppose the ‘stone giant, 
was left In a condition to be easily tora from its 
rocky bed. 

A vast period of time must then have elapsed 

before the occurence of a tlood, which, although 
it did not submerge our hills, or even deposit its 
debris to any considerable height along our 
streams, was, nevertheless, a fond Wide spread 
over the continent, leavi g frequently huge de- 
posits of alluvial, in which trunks of trees may 
o den be found imbedded. It was during this latter 
flood, very likely, that the stone giant was torn 
from his resting place, and washed into the 
valley, and left as found by Mr, Newall,

giant, or how or when he heesme imbedde! in. 
the mire, while as yet what is now onr contient, 
slept beneath the watery abyss?» Very kei

single trees laid down, in most parts of Iinms, 
would, I haye no doabtsbring titty dollars ot 
more, and all'this timber is valuable here, and in 
demand at railroad stations. But the 
mountain roads are “rough customers, and 
steep at that, Shingles, cedar poste, telegra; 
poste, railroad ties and cord wood, pay well for 
getting out. A few streams afford water · power. 
Steam mills and otber machineries are needed. 
Fruit, this year, is quite scarce, except black · 
berries, and hundreds, It not thouswnds of bush- 
els, went to waste this season. I did not sée a 
bowl ot them fresh on any table that I sat down 
to. Pers uns coming to these mountains, not 
desirous ‘of too great seclusion, should bring 
asocistes with them, Neighbors are scarce. 
Colonies, associations and communities could 
find ample rom here, and tine l calities, espe- 
cially for horticulture and manufacturing articles 
of wood, etc. Iam now speaking of the mount- 
sins in Alal East of Huntsville, along the 
M C. R. R. and I presume this description will 
apply to parts of Tennessee, Georgia, and some 
other staten. 

I hope yet to be able to visit and carefully 
examine the moat southern and highest mount- 
ain ranges, with a view to a vegetarian còm- 
munity. Í would like to God all or most of 
the advantepes t have „ and some more 
greater variétyin scenery, highe 
more water, antl further South, 


ould like to correspond, 
and it they can help me in any way, in means or 
information, J will use it to my best judgment,

That is a glorious thought, an Idea that banishes 
the commonly received opinion that ther’ is a 
personal God. “The nature of God diffused” in 
the world, embraces within itself all things, It 
is gratifying to us to know that the ideas 
advanced in the Jounxat, from time to time, in 
regard to the nature of God, life, mind,matter and 
motion, are receiving the attention of the think 
ing minds of the age, “God diffused" is an 
idea grand in lu nature. God is everywhere, 
Not a tiny leaf moves in the forest, not a zephyr 
that travels over mountains and valleys, not a 
dew-drop that kisses the tragfle flower, not auy- 
thing in alf God's vast Universe, hut is a parè of 
that “God diffused,” in regard to which Beecher 
epeaks, While we admire those brilliant strides 
that distinguish him when advancing on 
disputed domalu, to cull grand truths therefrom 
if be can find them, we really deplore his ad- 
herence to Old Orthodoxy to that extent that 
ne must, 10 ali histheologica! disertations, have 
the Holy Ghost connected therewith, and at- 
tempt U explain the nature of the same, assert- 
ipg that it isa partot the“ God diffased in the 
world.“ We think that if Mr. Beecher would 
divest himself of his theological mantle, expand 
his langs and Ureathe the pure air of religious 
freedom, be would really appear like a philoso, 
pher instead of a caterer to the religious aristo- 
crats of Brooklyn. 
He takes the position assumed by us, that 
mind is diffused through all space, but adds in 
connection therewith, that this “uiffcsive mind” 
constitutes Gal, aud that the intlvence thereof 
is the Holy Ghost, This is certainly a peculiar 
method of-feasoning in order to sustain a Bible | 
text, Ile ascribes a certain name to the infu- 
ence of this “diffused mind.“ when the word 
etſect would answer the tame purpose. It 
through the influence of this “diffusive mind,” 
which he calls God, mau should be formed, or,” 
if turougu the instrumentality of its creative 
energics, the tall trec, the beautiful flower, the 
loathsome anake, and the poisonous reptile, 
were brought into existence, they would cobsti- 
tute the Holy Ghost,—betng: the result of the 
influence of this“ diflasive mind" of God, 
There are many fine thoughts connected with 
the discourses of Mr. Beecher, that can not fail 
to attract attention; still there is in adherence 
to Old Orthodoxy mavifested in connection 
with the same, that is far from being commenda- 
bie. We admire that man who fearlessly leaves 
old established landmarks, and receives new 
truths from whatever source they may originate,

While he regards God as all- 
powerful, he appears to entertain the idea that 
certain manifestations can take place independ- 
ent of Him, or antagonistic to the divine Spirit, 
Now, it any fact is self-evident, it is this, that 
there can be nothing in existence that stands in 
antagonistic relations to God. Why? Ie not 
God all-powerful? If so, how can power exist 
outside of Him? If the power which moves 
your band is not a part of the all-power of God, 
then there is a power outside of Him, conse- 
quently, He can not be all-powerful. If any- 
thing in existence is antagonistic to God, it 
must possess power, destroying at once one of 
the attributes claimed for him.

wouid rarely fail to cine to correct conclusions.

Uptowesturity, “man lives as an animal.” 
In all of bis sermons we never witnessed a weak- 
er point, one that has not the shadow of a foun- 
dation on which to rest to receive the attention 
of the thinking mind. According to this.posi- 
tlon, man only becomes receptive to spiritual 
intloencea when he arrives at manhood, Then, 
of contre, he must beetiauged instantancously, 
jor prior to that time be was living “asan àui” 
mal”, Ile says this “diflusive mind” pervades 
all the realms of intelligent beings, aud then 
makes another clement, which is divine and 
spiritual’ aud which does pot act upon man uv- 
ill he arrives at maturity, But think of the utter 
absurdity of this position, IIe who dies before 
reaching manhood, dies us “an animal,” for be 
had lived us one. The influences of God are 
constantly acting, are showered down on all 
alike. The boy of-ifteen may bave a more com- 
prebensive knowledge of things in general than 
the old man ot sixty, yet he has never received 
those higher influences of which Beecher spoaks 
from the fact he hus not arrived at manhood. I 
wonder if he would be willing to admit that Je- 
us Christ lived as an animal" uatil he arrived 
at manhood! 

As we ssid before, he defines the Holy Ghost 
as being the effect of the “diffusive mind,” of 
the whole being of God, and at the same time 
‘states that man is developed from this “ diffu- 
sive mind,” or the influence thereof, consequent- 
ly man la the mony omost.

Aa un wivccate of those principles of justice, 
whicb if endorsed, would place women where 
she belongs, she manifeste {a ber speeches more 
real logic, greater breadth of thought, and a 
truer appreciation of the present statue of wo- 
man, than Anns Dickeuson, while ber force of 
character and systematic action in the agitation 
of reform questions, places her at the -hesd of 
American Women, On the rostrum, she exbib- 
its common sense, rarely manifested by those who 
have risen to that position by the study of the

voned by Melvil, he replied, “ That the Spirit uf 
God gace him nafrest tilt he hud discharged his 
mind uf thut comminion given him by Ged.”

great straits, that he was oepa to accept of 
a Very hurttfil prace at Cambray. 

Sir James Mol il, in une of bit journeys from 
ae to France, fell in company with an 
Engli who was one of the Gentlemen of 
the Queen's Chamber; a man well skilled in

In one of tif late sermona, 
we can imagine him saying: “ Brethren, Eve 
was badly taken in. She was sent to grasa with- 
outa blow.
